‘Me Will Realize Nearly $200,000 From a Sense of Duty 
and an Eye to Business—The “Regulars” Highly in- 
dignant at Being Turned Out. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Ontcaco, II., May 28.—Not the least interesting 
incident of the convention is the grand hegira of 
the Palmer House regulars, which began some- 
thitig over a week ago and will haye ended by Fri- 
day. The Palmer is a great cosmopolitan institution, 
and in its one thousand rooms have congregated 
during the past couple of years a strange assortment 
of millionaries, well-to-do people, middle class peo- 
ple and people whose circumstances are decidedly 
straitened. The eminently respectable and the 
hardly respectable have o¢cupied common ground 
in its corridors, and the announcement, “I am stop- 
ping at the Palmer House,” has grown to mean 
much or little, according to the bill you pay. St. 
Louis is a city of homes; Chicago is 

A CITY OF HOTELS 
and flats, and home life is a very reprehensible 
species of old fogyism, no, matter how many the 
babies or how unpr table and deaf the mother- 
in-law. The Palmer House is a hotel on both 
the American and the. European plan. To board 
there on the American plan costs money. To occu- 
py a room on the sixth, seventh, or eighth story at 
a dollar a day or less, and to take one’s meals at 
some p restaurant near by, is one of the 
cheapest modes of life that Chicago offers, especially 
as it enables the young man or wife to inform in- 
quiring friends that headquarters are at the Palmer 
House. The boarders numbered several hundred a 
month ago, and many of the families had been there 
for several years. Their rooms were decorated some- 
what after home fashion. Their own pictures and 
brackets ornamented the walls, their own pianos con 
tributed to the jangling and the clanging which is 
the great boast of Chicago, and they were as firmly 
installed as though they were in their own houses. 
Some of the quarters were as elegant as could be 
found in the costliest mansion in Chicago; some of 
the families paid board bills amounting to over $6,- 
000 a year. Yet when it became definitely settled 
that Chicago was to have two National Conventions 
in two consecutive months 
POTTER PALMER REALIZED 
that a great public duty devolved upon him, in ac- 
cordance with which conviction he sent.a written 
notice to every regular boarder in the hotel, request- 
ing that his premises be vacated before the end of 
May, in order that the convention people might be 
accommodated. There was g great uproar. The 
regulars were furious, end they received little con- 
solation in the assurance that they could come back 
after the Democratic convention. To be driven out 
just at a time when half the rooms in the city had 
been spoken, and that, too, in order to allow a horde 
of smoking, spitting, swearing, drinking 
politicians to fill their rooms with bugs and bad 
odors. Oh, it was too, too bad. They could come 
back again. could they? Well, they just guessed they 
couldn't. They would see Potter Palmer and his 
blamed old hotel in the bottom of the lake before he 
should have another dollar of their money. He was 
mighty willing, they said, to make all he could out 
of them when business was dull and he had a couple 
of hundred rooms gaping for occupants, but now, 
when he saw a chance to crowd three 
double beds in every room that only 
had one in it before and to get $5 a day apiece from 
the gay political bucks who would be occupying tbe 
beds for a week or two, he was perfectly willing 
to sacrifice the interests of the people on whom he 
had hitherto relied for his income.

THE YELLOWSTONE PARK. 
The Yellowstone Park appeared in the Sen- 
ate again yesterday as abone of contention. 
An attempt was made to grant a right of way 
through it toa railroad, and Senator LoGan, 
who is not usually accused of oversensitiveness, 
declared that he had never been lobbied in his 
life as he had been by the United States official 
who had undertaken to lobby this bill through, 
The question is a very simple one. The United 
States finds itself in possession of a piece of 
property for which it has no use as a Govern- 
ment. The rule which has prevailed at Wash- 
ington for twenty years in all such cases is that 
itis the duty of patriotism to get up some 
scheme for taking the property away from the 
Government.

Illegality of Insurance Rates Compacts. 
From the American Trade Journal. 

Some months ago the local Board of Fire Under- 
writers of Indianapolis established a compact to 
maintain rates and appointed a local manager to 
regplate things in connection therewith. A few 
weeks ago one of the agents brought suit against 
another for damages, claiming a violation of the 
compact by cutting rates. The case was tried in the 


Superior Court, and to-day Judge Walker decided for 


the defendant, in substance as follows: That all such 
com pacts are void, for the reason that their enforce- 
ment would be injurious to the interest of the pub- 
lic. It is only where restraint is partial and for a 
good consideration, as well as a reasonable restraint, 
that it can be upheld. As has been said the “law 
barely permits and never encourages such con- 
tracts. All presumptions are against agreements 
of that kind. In the agreement in this suit no 
reasons appear for the execution of such compact. 
To make an exception to insurance would be con- 
trary to the rule applying to all trades and classes 
of business. No good reason can be given why it 
should be made an exception.
